City officials are continuing depart­ 
ment head interviews this week in an 
effort to have a preliminary budget 
ready for study by the City Council 
not later than May 20. 
City Finance 
Officer Marvin Loney 
said this morning that four departments 
already had presented their budgets and 
the remaining departments would have 
their interviews by April 25. 
“ If the present schedule is adhered 
to, we would expect that council would 
have the 
preliminary budget in hand 
and ready for discussion by May 20,” 
Loney said. 
Although this year’s revenue may be 
up slightly, the total budget may run 
less than that of last year which total­ 
ed $4,077,187. Loney said that last year’s 
total was boosted by the library con­ 
struction project which has now been 
completed. He said that at 
this time 
it is not 
expected that the proposed 
$500,000 fire station project would be 
included in this budget since it has 
not been approved at this time. 
At this time, anticipated revenue is 
causing the finance department some 
problems because it is not certain just 
how much the city may lose because 
of reduced assessm ents brought about 
by flood damages and loss to the city 
because of the $70 property tax re­ 
funds. However, sales tax revenue was 
up slightly last year which may off­ 
set the property tax decreases, Loney 
noted. 
Just how council will conduct its 
budget hearings is not clear at this 
time. City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
has indicated he prefers to present the 
budget to council and to defend the 
various 
department budgets 
himself. 
However, at least one council member 
has indicated a strong desire to have 
each department head present when his 
portion of the budget is presented to 
council. 
At this stage, the 1969-1970 fiscal 
year budget has many unanswered ques­ 
tions and just how the questions will be 
answered depend in large part upon 
the maintenance and operation demands 
placed upon the city. 
One important question which will 
have to be answered by council at a 
later date is whether to use the Civic 
Center Acquisition Fund to retire the 
fire station bond— presuming that the 
citizens give the bond issue their ap­ 
proval at the June 3 election. 
The proposed $500,000 bond issue 
would cost an estimated 12-cents on the 
tax rate— which now stands at $1.24 per

of 
assessed valuation 
Several 
council members have expressed 
an 
interest in using the ten cents which 
produces about $30,000 in taxes annual­ 
ly 
which presently goes to the Civic 
C nter Fund to retire the fire station 
bond. The proponents of such a plan 
point out that the citizens are far more 
likely to approve the bond issue at 
the polls if they know in advance that

it will not cost them additional taxes. 
Another big and important feature of 
the budget which is now waiting in the 
wings for its debut is employe salaries. 
Last year the City 
Council hired the 
firm of Griffen-Agen-Kroeger to con­ 
duct a salary survey for the city. Based 
on the findings of the firm, city ap­ 
proved salary increases ranging from 
about two per cent to about 13 per cent. 
Average increase was 4.36 per cent. 
The raises became effective July 1 and 
cost the city a total of $82,512. 
Members of the Employes Association 
already have held meetings and have 
expressed a general dissatisfaction re­ 
garding some salaries within the city 
structure. Indications are that members 
of the group’s salary committee will 
meet this week and present their de­ 
mands to Wahlers in the near future. 
Plastic heart 
replaced with 
human heart

HOUSTON. (UPI) - Dr 
Denton A 
Cooley took a man-made dacron and plas­ 
tic heart from the chest of an Illinois 
man today and replaced it with the healthy 
“God-given" heart of a 40-year-old Law­ 
rence, Mass. woman. 
“ I am optimistic about the outcome,” 
Cooley told other doctors as he stitched 
closed the chest of Haskell Karp, 47, of 
Skokie, 111. 
1 he heart transplant was another medi­ 
cal first for Cooley, who has performed 
more of the operations than any other 
physician. It was the first time a com­ 
pletely artificial device was replaced by 
a living heart in a human body. 
The famed surgeon, who only last F ri­ 
day stunned the medical world by im­ 
planting a synthetic heart into Karp, 
started the tedious task of replacing it 
with a human heart about 7 a.m. CST 
in a delicate operation at St. Luke’s Hos­ 
pital. 
Cooley replaced the artificial heart 
with the human donor organ in Karp’s 
chest at 8:30 a m 
and started it beat­ 
ing with one electric shock. 
“ It started beating with good rhythm,” 
a hospital spokesman said. 
Cooley finished stitching shut Karp’s 
chest at 9:15 a.m. 
“ It’s been supporting his circulation 
for 30 minutes and I am optimistic 
about the outcome,” Cooley said. 
The human donor, flown to Houston in 
a touch-and-go flight marred by mechan­ 
ical problems aboard the private plane, 
died at St. Luke’s less than 90 minutes 
after she was rushed to the hospital 
still in “very, very critical” condition 
from what the doctors called “ irrever­ 
sib le” brain damage. 
The woman, whose name was not im ­ 
mediately disclosed was accompanied by 
a 22 year-old daughter and left two teen­ 
age daughters behind in Massachusetts 
The plane, which had picked up the 
donor at a Boston airport last night, 
developed 
mechanical trouble 
on the 
flight here and made an emergency 
landing at Barksdale Air Force Base 
near Shreveport, La. 
The landing had to be made without 
flaps and the plane 
rolled free for 
11,000 feet along the sprawling runway 
of the giant Strategic Air Command base 
before it coasted to a halt just short of 
the end of the runway. 
Court rules no deviation 
one man, one vote rule

WASHINGTON (I PI) — The Supreme 
Court ruled today that state» will be 
allowed virtually no deviation from pop- 
ulation averages in congressional redis- 
tricting under the “ one man, one vote” 
doctrine. 
The decree came in rejection by the 
Court of Missouri’s third try at a plan 
for redistricting. In a 6 to 3 vote, the 
justices held that the state had not 
justified variations from the norm. 
In a separate 6-3 opinion, the Court 
also upset New York state’s 1968 re- 
districting plan. 
Both states now must come up with 
new plans. And there are 30 other states 
in which the deviations are even greater 
than M issouri’s. 
In earlier cases, the Court has never 
said how much deviation from mathem­ 
atical perfection is perpiissable. Ap­ 
parently none of any consequence is 
allowed under today’s decisions. 
In writing the majority opinion in the 
Missouri case, Justice William J. Bren­ 
nan declared: 
“ Since equal representation for equal 
numbers of people is the fundamental 
goal for the house of representatives,... 
the ‘as nearly as practicable’ standard 
requires that the state make a good- 


faith effort to achieve precise mathem­ 
atical equality. 
“ Unless population variances among 
congressional districts are shown to have 
resulted despite such effort, the state 
must justify each variance, no matter 
how sm all.” 
He said there is “ no nonarbitrary way 
to pick a cutoff point” at which popula­ 
tion variances suddenly become incon­ 
sequential. 
If there was such a point, legislators 
would strike for it rather than more 
perfect equality, he added. 
“ Equal representation for equal num­ 
bers of people is a principle designed 
to prevent debasement of voting power 
and diminution of access to elected re­ 
presentatives. Toleration of even small 
deviations 
detracts 
from 
these pur­ 
poses.” 
New York based its plan on grouping 
of some congressional districts into 
regions in order to recognize regional 
state interests. It had been attacked as 
violating the equal population principle 
and also as an intentional partisan gerry­ 
mander. 
Gerrymandering is one of the issues 
linked to legislative reapportionment 
which the court has thus far left un­ 
touched.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers said today the 
United States was not considering “ any 
immediate, unilateral withdrawal” of 
troops from Vietnam but he did not rule 
out this possiblity at a 
later time. 
In his first full dress news conference 
since taking office 10 weeks ago, Rogers 
said he hoped the allies and Communists 
could reach some agreement whereby 
both sides would withdraw a portion 
of their forces this year. 
He would not rule out, however, the 
possibility 
the 
United 
States 
might 
begin withdrawing some of its own troops 
without an agreement on the part of the 
Communists to withdraw some of theirs. 
On another major issue, Rogers took 
sharp issue with Defense Secretary Mel­ 
vin R. Laird’s opinion that the Soviet 
Union was “ without question” building 
up its strategic nuclear m issile strength 
in preparation for a pre-emptive “ first 
strike” 
against the 
United States at 
some future time. 
“ I have difficulty in believing that 
the Soviet Union would initiate a first 
strike,” Rogers said. He explained that 
“ any leaders in sound mind know that 
it would probably result in the des­ 
truction of mankind.” 
Rogers acknowledged it was difficult 
to understand why-if Russia did not plan 
a first strike-Moscow was continuing 
deployment 
of 
the huge 
SS9 nuclear 
m issiles, each capable of carrying a 
warhead with an explosive power eq­ 
uivalent to up to 25 million tons of 
TNT. 
He said the United States planned to 
ask the Russians about this when the long- 
proposed talks on limitation and possible 
reduction of offensive and defensive nu­ 
clear m issiles finally get under way. 
The secretary said he expected the 
talks on a strategic arms limitation to 
begin “ late this spring or early this 
summer.” 
In connection with Vietnam, Rogers 
welcomed the announced plan by South 
Vietnam’s president, Nguyen Van Thieu, 
to create new political parties, admit 
reformed Viet-Cong into political life 
and reunifv the muntry by popular vote. 
“ The statement by President Thieu 
and his attitude were most constructive,” 
Rogers said. 
“ His willingness to be 
outspoken on these issues also is most 
helpful.” 
Rogers declined to say whether the 
United States and South Vietnamese had 
succeeded in getting the Communist re­ 
presentatives at Paris peace talks to 
participate in “ private talks” or, if they 
had, 
whether 
there 
had 
been any 
progress. 
He repeated his declaration of last 
week to Congress that the Nixon Admin­ 
istration would not discuss this, since 
it felt secret talks could succeed only 
if complete secrecy were maintained 
on all points. 
Rogers indicated that the United States 
was not going to insist, as the Johnson 
Administration did, that all North Viet­ 
namese forces must be withdrawn from 
the South before the United States be­ 
gan some reduction of its own. 
He said a communique after the 1966 
Manila conference of the allies in thi 
struggle 
appeared 
“ somewhat 
am­ 
biguous.” He said it seemed to demand 
total Communist withdrawal* first, and 
he was unwilling to endorse this.

School board 
to face facts 
on finances 


1 rustees of I ompoc Unified School 
District will meet tomorrow to consid­ 
er the grim facts of the dlstrtct's finan­ 
cial plight as set forth in a report by 
the administration 
The report analyzes the cost of educa­ 
tion per student and the assessed valua­ 
tion 
behind 
each student 
from I960 
through the 1967-68 school year Fig­ 
ures for the current, or 1968-69 year, 
will not be available until mid-May when 
expenditures will be nearly completed. 
The figures show the cost of educa­ 
tion outstripping the growth of assessed 
valuation by a wide margin On a seven- 
vear average, the cost of educating a 
student grew nearly nine per cent an­ 
nually, compared with a 15 per cent 
annual growth in assessed valuation, 
according to the report 
It cost slightly more than $570 to ed­ 
ucate each student during the 1967-68 
school year, a figure that was $216 or 
61 per cent more than the cost in 1960-61, 
according to the report 
The report shows there was $4,458 
in assessed valuation behind each stu­ 
dent in 1967-68, a figure that was only 
$420 or 10.4 per cent more than the 
1960-61 school year. 
By comparison, it cost $631 to educate 
each student In the state’s unified school 
districts in 1967-68, a figure that was 
$196 more than that for 1960-61 
The result of the trend was graphical­ 
ly illustrated recently in the announce­ 
ment that the district would run Into a 
$762,000 deficit for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year 
To help balance the budget the district 
trustees recently Invoked a total of $1.14 
in perm issive override taxes, compris­ 
ing reapproval for 37 cents that had 
been enacted in the current year and an 
additional 77 cents in new taxes 
In addition the board cut $120,000 
from the Instructional program 
Other aspects of the financial pic­ 
ture are equally grim according to the 
report Administration sources say the 
federal government will forward only 
9 1 5 per cent of the Public Law 874 
funds for the current fiscal year. Pro­ 
jections for the amounts of the federal 
impact 
monies for the 1969-70 year 
are sketchy at this time, according to 
a district official 
The school officials blame the cur­ 
rent problems on insufficient economic 
growth, spiraling costs and a low total 
local support of education costs 
An 
estimated 22 per cent of the district’s 
1*68-69 annual expenditures came from 
local property taxes, compared with 
double that percentage 
in financially 
sound school districts. 
School officials also blame some of 
their plight on the controversial policy 
of the state in reducing the amount of 
state aid by an equivalent of 25 per cent 
of P. L. 874 monies 
Dozens of the state’s federally impact- 
ed s< hool districts are presently suing 
the state to halt the policy, and also 
to recover some of the monies that have 
been withheld in previous years The 
action is based on the Virginia decision, 
handed down last 
year by a federal 
court pane! 
In other action tomorrow, the trustees 
will be asked to approve the early renew­ 
al of one.fifth of the district’s insur­ 
ance in order to save an estimated

American public for an advan­ 
tageous settlem ent.” 
London diplomatic sources in 
close contact with Hanoi and 
the 
Viet 
Cong 
reported 
a 
similar hardening of the Viet 
Cong line. They said the Viet

of 


negotiating in earnest until it 
has won, or is given, seats in 
the Saigon government. 
Until then, these informants 
said, the Communists intend to 
play a waiting game in belief 
that time and U.S. anxiety to 
get out of Vietnam are on their 
side.

Saigon 
by President Nguyen 
Van Thieu who offered the Viet 
Cong amnesty and a place on 
the ballot if they quit fighting 
and change their name.

The Thieu offer-echoed by 
his top negotiator in P a ris - 
followed his earlier offer of 
direct political talks with the 
Viet Cong in Paris.

The dens did a far better 
business than the hotels and 
shops, whose usual Holy Week 
clientele of tourists and pil­ 
grims was dimished by the 
Middle East 
crisis. Marijuana 
and hashish are legal here. 
Most of the Christian pilgrims 
traveled to the nearby village of 
Emmaus 
today 
to 
hear a 
pontifical 
high mass in the 
basilica marking the spot where 
Christ is believed to have called 
His followers for 
His first 
appearance after the resurrec­ 
tion. The mass at Emmaus 
traditionally 
ends 
the 
Holy 
Week and Easter services in the 
Holyland. 
TTie principal services of the 
week were conducted Sunday in 
Jerusalem ’s 
Basilica 
of the 
Holy Sepulcher, traditional site 
of the tomb where Christ’s body 
was laid after the .crucifixion. 
The bells of the basilica rang 
Sunday morning to proclaim 
Easter. Priests 
and choirboys 
chanted services throughout the 
day commeminorating Christ’s 
resurrection. 
By comparison with other 
years, pilgrims and tourists 
were 
few in the Holy City 
during the past week. Hotel 
m a n a g e r s complained that

THE Lompoc City Council has set June 3 as the date for a $500,000 bond 
election. 
The election is the Council’s way of asking the citizenry of Lompoc to ap­ 
prove a plan to construct a new fire station to service and protect the entire 
city To pass the bond issue will require that two-thirds of all people voting 
vote in favor of the project. If the people give their approval, the bonds will 
be sold to obtain the funds necessary to construct the facility — estimated 
to cost half-million dollars. 
Plans call for the modern new station to be constructed on city-owned 
property at Maple Avenue and I Street. It will have approximately 13,000- 
13,500 square feet of floor space. 
The city’s present facility in the 100 block of South G Street was construct­ 
ed in 1891 to serve a small community of just a few thousand people. Since 
that date Lompoc has boomed and is now a city of more than 25,000 people. 
In his report to the people, Fire Chief John Baker is basing a portion of 
his appeal for voter support on the fact that present facilities are completely 
outdated, outmoded and even dangerous. 
To illustrate his argument, Chief Baker took Record photographer Dan Duffy 
on this tour of the old station.

Actually, forecasts of any 
kind now are more hazardous 
than 
ever 
since the league 
champions will be determined 
by best-three-of-five playoffs 
between the division cliampions. 
But, after a swing through all 
the Florida camps and reports

camps, 
here’s one man’s stab at the 
outcome of the first 24-team 
major-league season in history:

Forbes, director of advertis­ 
ing for Chrysler. “ We’ve made 
demographic studies and found 
that the game is popular with all 
age groups. I think this is 
borne out b\ the attendance at 
games.” 
Over 23 million pesonspaid 
to attend major league games 
last season. Now, if the read­

figure in perspective. 
In 1900, the population of

WASHINGTON (UPD - A re­ 
search advisory group has urg­ 
ed federal farm scientists to 
step up development 
of new 
plan* - based and synthetic foods 
that taste like meats and other 
natural foods. 
At the same time, federal and 
state researchers report new 
progress toward increased pro­ 
duction of real 
meat by ar­ 
tificially spurring the rate of 
twin births in beef herds 
Proposals for research on new 
laboratory - developed foods 
came from the Agriculture De­ 
partment’s 
Utilization 
Re­ 
search and Development Advi­ 
sory Committee. In a report af­ 
ter a recent meeting, it “ strong­ 
ly recommended” increase de­ 
partment 
research on how to 
supply high quality protein to 
meet worldwide needs 
Committee members said one 
step should be new studies on 
how to make vegetable proteins 
more “ acceptable” to consum­ 
ers. 
Other new foods for the 
future should be developed by 
research on new combinations 
of raw farm products and syn­ 
thetic ingredients, the commit­ 
tee said 
“ Flavor research will 
be 
necessary to make such foods- 
taste like originals,” the com­ 
mittee said. 
The Agriculture Department, 
meanwhile, furnished a 
pro­ 
gress report on experiments in 
which hormone - treated beef 
cows produced calves at the 
rate of 111 per 100 cows. In 
well-managed commercial beef 
herds, the calf rate is normally 
85 per 100 cows.

Contending 
that

American taxpayer too often is not 
told the cost of federal programs, idealistic or realistic, that 
are offered to and approved by Congress, U.S. Representative 
Burt L. Talcott of Salinas has introduced a commendable 
“price tag” amendment to the House Rules. 
The Talcott bill (H.R. 4857) would, briefly, require that any 
new legislative proposal calling for $1 million or more in total 
annual expenditures of appropriated funds must carry with it a 
profit and loss statement or balance sheet certified by the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office as being a true total cost, within 10 
per cent tolerance. This statement would be required before 
any such bill could be reported out of committee for floor con­ 
sideration. 


Talcott cites the TFX project, the Medicare program, the 
Alliance for Progress program and the proposed ABM system 
as examples of costly measures that have not had a clear price 
tag on them before being acted upon in Congress. He feels 
his measure is essential “ if the legislative and executive 
branches 
of government ever hope to develop realistic long­ 
term plans and set reasonable priorities for the expenditure of 
tax revenues.” 


Certainly such plans and priorities are essential, and the 
paying public has a right to know what it’s being asked to pay. 
The Talcott amendment merits the most careful and favorable 
study. 


Better manager needed 


Economists 
tell us, or at least an impressive number of 
them do, that government fiscal and monetary 
measures can 
maintain an equilibrium so that the country can enjoy perpe­ 
tual stability and growth. However, there are several flies 
in the ointment from the standpoint of common sense. Two of 
the biggest are the political shenanigans and tricky devices that 
apparently have become standard in reckoning government 
financial operations. 
When the last Administration left office, it was said tax 
income would exceed tax outgo. Immediately, various authori­ 
ties pointed out that part of this happy situation was merely a

matter of bookkeeping — juggling accounts to make the budget 
look good. Now, according to the latest news, the whole idea 
of a budget that represented government living within its 
means was a piece of political wishful thinking. New Budget 
Director Robert P. Mayo warns that higher spending and less 
than expected tax revenue is “ squeezing” the projected sur­ 
plus. 


Unless the government can learn to manage its own affairs, 
how can it expect to control the whole economy so as to insure 
perpetual stability and growth?

Koreans this reporter has talked to 
still don’t understand why the United 
States didn’t react. 
Still more puzzling to Koreans was 
¿he U.S. insistence that South Korean 
troops take no retaliatory action.

to 
start a war with the 
north. 
But there is 
a belief deeply rooted 
in Asia 
philosophy 
that men must not 
stand still under such 
open 
provocation. 
Otherwise, 
worse 


action.

provocations will follow. 
As Koreans reason, to let deliberate, 
openly derisive enemy aggressive acts 
go unpunished, destroys the people’s 
confidence, convinces the enemy you 
are without the will to defend yourself 
and leads him into miscalculations that 
coule lead to war. 
The U. S. insistence against quick, 
sharp retaliation by the South Koreans 
led to one of the stormiest all-night 
sessions in U.S.-Korean diplomatic his­ 
tory. 


It left neither government satisfied. 
The U.S. action gave rise to deep 
doubts in Korea. They were not made 
happier by multiplying news accounts 
of demonstrations and protests, or by 
letters and speeches by prominent Am­ 
ericans that indirectly suggested that 
South Vietnamese be abandoned to Com­ 
munist slaughter, as were the North 
Vietnamese in 1954. 


Koreans asked if the United States 
would not defend South Vietnamese to 
the end, would it defend South Koreans? 
Washington attempted to mollify Kor­ 
ean fears by sending air units and beef­ 
ing up military aid. 
But these were not convincing argu­ 
ments. Washington had not only sent 
aid but had sacrificed a great many 
men in South Vietnam. But it appeared 
to Korean eyes that we were not will­ 
ing to stay for the long pull. 


Koreans have tied their future to the 
alliance with America. 
Some 
were 
beginning to wonder if they had not made 
a mistake. 
Thus Focus Retina, the joing U.S.- 
Korean exercise in which 2,500 U.S. 
troops were airlifted from the United 
States 
virtually nonstop for parachute- 
in joint field exercises with the South 
Koreans. 


To the troops aboard the plane this 
reporter rode from North Carolina to 
Korea, it was almost a routine oper­ 
ation. 
Poker flourished much of the 
24 hours. 


To the Koreans this reporter talked 
to after landing, the exercises meant 
something more. They were dramatic. 
They were deliberately carried out 
in a way to make the North Koreans 
unhappy. 


They came within 60 days of Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s inauguration. 


W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Medieval theology 


HONG KONG —From the perspective 
of this module attached to the great 
land mass of China the continuing debate 
over China policy in the United States 
sounds like an exercise in medieval the­ 
ology. At this late date it seems self- 
evident nothing can be done to change 
that policy. 
Nothing, that is to say, until Mao Tse- 
Tung Dies. At 75, he has had one and 
possibly two strokes. On the basis of 
recent reports he appears to have good 
days when he is vigorous and articulate 
and bad days when he is simply not 
with it. 
But even after Mao goes a consid­ 
erable time will pass before there 
is

appreciable 
change 
in the hard, 
resistant 
policy 
of

revolution­ 
ary. 
Currently,

lated that names Lin 
Piao, the minister of 
defense, as Mao's successor. This will 
be confirmed during the present Ninth 
Party Congress.

Lin 
is said to 
be tubercular and in frail health, and 
while he has been publicly anointed he 
may find it difficult to consolidate his 
nnKition once Mao is eone. 
The 
big obstacle to any change in 
America’s 
China 
policy 
is Taiwan. 
Very possible another hard, resistant 
old man, Chiang Kai-Shek, will have to 
pass from the scene before any solu­ 
tion is remotely possible. At 81, Chiang 
is as fiercely 
chauvinistic 
as 
Mao. 
The Taiwanese 
maps, 
like 
Peking’s 
maps, color as Chinese 
Tibet and all 
the disputed territories. 
It has been the fashion in recent years 
to diagnose the Chinese dragon as dis­ 
integrating, falling apart in a sick and 
dying state. 
Sick from a series of disorders, yes; 
but there is little to support the view 
that the country is breaking up with the 
people living on grass. Rice 
produc­ 
tion is put at more than 80,000,000 tons 
a year and, there, shipping several hun­ 
dred thousand tons to North Vietnam is 
no problem. And, while as much as 4,- 
000,000 tons of grains a year are im­ 
ported from Canada and >"«tralia, this 
is chiefly as a backstop for the northern 
cities. 
The disruption 
continues as the old 
revolutionary 
dreams 
of 
the homo­ 
genized 
man 
capable 
of 
any task. 
Thousands of doctors, intellectuals, and 
other professional men are being ship­ 
ped from the cities to the country where 
they are unwelcome and contribute little 
to production. Ministries in Peking have 
been stripped of one-half to two-thirds of 
their personnel. The foreign ministry 
is said to be so disorganized that it 
scarcely functions. 
Mao, who has never been outside 
China, has no comprehension of the 
specialization 
essential to a techno­ 
logical 
society in the modern world. 
He dreams of a society created in the 
image of the long march, a populist 
revolution, 
unto each according to his 
need. And, while he tries to enforce an 
egaliatarian 
society, the professors, 
scientists, and bureaucrats live in fear 
that their turn will come next for ship­ 
ment 
to 
the countryside. Production 
drops as do exports, so important for 
earning hard currency. 
It is the extreme instance of the poli­ 
tical plague 
bedeviling almost every 
Asian nation with the overthrow of colo­ 
nialism. As the dogmatists and the doc­ 
trinaires 
quarrel on the brink of civil 
war — it was virtual civil war in parts 
of China during the Red guards revo­ 
lution — fundamental 
problems of or- 
ganizatin and production go unsolved. 
The backdrop is the specter of hunger 
that appears certain in the early 70s 
to stalk virtually all of Asia. 
So long as in most nations the popula­ 
tion explosion is unchecked this is in­ 
evitable. China has made sporadic at­ 
tempts at birth control, with the em­ 
phasis on enforcing 
late 
marriages 
and threatening 
fam ilies with more 
than three children with a reduction in 
social allowances. The birth - control 


program along with just about everything 
else 
was 
disrupted by the revolution 
that Mao initiated in 1966. 
To this observer the example of Japan 
is, as in so many other areas, of the first 
importance. Having taken the decision 
to limit the population of their crowd­ 
ed islands, the Japanese moved with 
their remarkable 
capacity for organ­ 
ization to put through a program. With 
legalized abortion an important factor, 
they had the advantage of 800 national- 
provincial 
health centers staffed with 
doctors and trained midwives. 
In recent years the net population 
increase in Japan has been around 1 per 
cent, one of the lowest in the world. The 
breakdown is about 40 per cent abortion, 
60 per cent contraception. 
Both Taiwan and South Korea have made 
progress in damping down the rate of 
population growth. This raises a signi­ 
ficant point in the whole birth-control 
controversy. Both these nations are ar­ 
riving at a level of prosperity, freeing 
them from outside aid. 
Is there any hope for limiting the pop­ 
ulation 
growth 
of 
a people living in 
the abyss of poverty? 
Is there any in­ 
centive? 
Does 
it really matter if you 


have four children or eight or 12? Ja­ 
panese authorities believe that with the 
rising tide of Japan’s prosperity a prin­ 
cipal motive was to give one’s children 
a good education, enabling them to move 
up the social ladder. With more than two 
or three chilren this was impossible. 
Whether development and a somewhat 
higher living standard 
must precede 
any meaningful 
attempt to damp down 
population 
growth 
is widely debated 
in this part of the world. Without health 
centers and trained pesonnel contracep­ 
tion by modern techniques is not prac­ 
ticable, to say nothing of abortion. 


Untrained, unskilled, illiterate mass­ 
es with a small, 
disgruntled, 
half­ 
educated 
class at the top are suscepti­ 
ble to every political 
plague 
going. 
The make up the shouting, 
screaming 
mobs burning and murdering in Pakis­ 
tan. They are the Red guards unleashed 
to destroy and disrupt. TTiis may be 
merely a high fever, a reaction to the long 
suppression of the colonial 
past. But, 
if this is so, there are few signs that it 
has run its course.

Potential unlimited 


Later this week a six-ton satellite 
will be launched from here by the Nat­ 
ional Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration. The main job of the Nimbus 
vehicle will be to collect data on the 
make-up of earth’s cloud cover and 
atmosphere in the hope that scientists 
someday will be able to predict what 
goes into nature’s varied recipes for 
weather, but the satellite contains one 
experiment which may be the forerun­ 
ner to an economic revolution. 
While the Numbus circles the earth 
high above, an elk nicknamed MOE 
is going to be wandering quietly about 
his business in Yellowstone National 
Park. Strapped to the neck of MOE 
(meterology, observation and ecology) 
will be a seven-pound radio transmitter. 
The transmitter will keep Nimbus in­ 
formed as to the whereabouts of MOE 
and Nimbus in turn will relay its in­ 
formation on MOE 
to scientists and 
students who are studying animal mi­ 
gration. 


Project Nimbus’ crude and amateur­ 
ish tracking effort a decade or so into 
the future and couple it to the satellite 
photographic potential that is rapidly 
coming into its own. It doesn’t take a 
science fiction writer to glimpse what 
is in the making. 
Satellites will be capable of tracking 
and locating schools of fish anywhere 
in the oceans and even be capable of 
identifying the various species. Wild­ 
life in all forms will give up their hab­ 
itat secrets to to the wily space spy and 
fishermen, hunters and trappers will 
profit accordingly. 
Satellites carrying 
high 
resolution 
cam eras will be capable of mapping 
and evaluation crops of all types and 
the color will be so highly developed

that experts will be able to predict 
with high accuracy the yield expected 
from any given crop in any given region. 
The tracking and photographic data fed 
into computers already containing data 
on the earth’s weather will produce an 
ourpouring of information in the form of 
predictions and conclusions monumental 
in scope and potential. 
In proper and wise hands, the data 
could insure that the production of food 
on a world-wide basis is equalized and 
distributed in a manner that will elim­ 
inate famine and hunger for ail people. 
The information could be used to end 
forever the tragic consequences which 
accompany droughts, crop diseases and 
crop failures of all types. It could pro­ 
vide a means whereby commercial hunt­ 
ing and fishing could be regulated and 
controlled to insure survival — 
not ex­ 
tinction— of the species. 


Conversely, it requires little imagina­ 
tion to appreciate what such informa­ 
tion could do in the hands of evil leaders. 
World markets could be controlled to 
insure the economic ruin of specific 
nations. Herds of animals and schools 
of fish could be wiped out overnight 
without regard for propagation. 
Whether it will prove a boon or bust 
for mankind only time will tell. It’s 
all a part of a great information revolu­ 
tion now dawning. 


Our lives already have been dramat­ 
ically changed by the information revol­ 
ution but we have seen little of what 
is to come. The quality and quantity of 
information and our ability to make use 
of it via the computer will rank in his­ 
torical significance to the development 
of agriculture, the discovery of fire and 
the evolution of the human thumb.
